Revenue Districts Consolidated. 
President Taft has designated Hen- 


ry Hershey, of Lancaster. Pa., the in- 
cumbent,, as collector of internal reve- 
nue for a new district formed by the 
consolidation, or the 9th and I2th 
(Lancaster and Scran ton) Pennsylva- 
nia districts. The president's action 
was in compliance with an act of con- 
gress passed at the last session and is 
the last of four similar consolidations 
required by that act which made it 
mandatory upon the chief executive to 
reduce from. 67 to 63 the number of 
revenue collection 
districts in 
the 


United States. The headquarters of 
the new district will be at Harrisburg. 
The district abolished was in charge 
of G. T. Davis. 


Adams county will belong to the 


new district, having been a part of 
the 9th district.

3.023 plurality: in 1908, a presidential 
year, a Republican \vas elected gover 
nor by 7.G53 plurality; in 1904 the plu- 
rality v,-as ^5.800. and in 1900 it w;t<= 
34,132. - I n other words, in twelve 
years the Democrats have cut down 
the Kepublk-an plurality in state elec- 
tions by 31.109. 


In this period the Democratic vot« 


has Jncrea.-ed from 39.000 to «S,OC'> 
whereas the Republican vote has de 
creased froai 74,000 to 71,000- 
The 


Democratic vote of this year exceeds 
that of September. 190S. by 1.000. bat 
the Republican vote is about 2.000 Iys3 
than that party ca?t four years ago.' 


The split in the Republican ranks, 


following the ele"tion of William T. 
Haines. is pronounced 
If the divi- 


sion in Maine in November is as it 
was in the recent Vermont election 
six-tenths of the Republican vote will 
go for Taft. three-tenths for Roose- 
relt and one-tenth for the Demo- 
crats. It is significant that the lattei 
party has to date suffered no losses, 
as compared \vith the vote ia previous 
years, from the third term move- 
ment. On The contrary, it has gained. 
The result iu Maine may be expected 
to be something like this: 'Wilson, 74.- 
000; Taft. 42.600; Roosevelt, 21,300. 


The returns from the" recent Vermont 


election show in round figures that 
the joint Republican and. third party 
vote was 8 per cent short of the Re- 
publican vote four years ago, while 
the Detnocratie vote IB that state 
snows a gain of 25 per cent over that 
of 190S. 
It is of special interest tc 


speculate what will happen neit No- 
vember throughont the nation If the 
Republican and Democratic rote for 
the national tickets nappens to be af- 
ffected as the gubernatorial vote this 
month in Vermont has been affected. 
The New York Post has uone some in- 
teresting fiernring along this line, and 
as a net result it is shown that under 
the contingencies mentioned President 
Tsft would carry only two states in 
November. Rhode Island find Vermont, 
all the others going for Governor Wil- 
son. 
The conclusions reached by the 


Post follojw: 


To compute this result we should 


have to deduct S per cent from the 
vote cast for Taft four years ago and 
apportion the remaining vote In the 
ratio of 62 to 38 between Taft and 
Roosevelt, and we should have to add 
35 per cent to Bryan's vote In 190S 
and give the "deHinition total" to 
•Woodrow Wilson—in other words, give 
Taft 57 per cent and Roosevelt 35 per 
cent of Taft's vote four years age 
and give "Wilson 125 per cent of Bryan's 
vote four years ago.

and House of Representatives of the Com-

Is hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section four of article nine, which

"Section 4. No debt shall be created by 


or on behalf of the State, except to sup- 
ply casual deiiciencies of revenue, repel 
Invasion, suppress insurrection, defend the 
State in war, or to pay existing debt; and 
the debt created to supply deficiency in 
revenue shall never exceed, in the aggre- 
gate at any one time, one million of dol- 
lars." be amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 4. No debt shall ifa created by 


or on behalf of the State, except to supply 
casual deficiencies of revenue, repel inva- 
sion, suppress Insurrection, defend
